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Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  19^0. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
of  the  Urban  District  of  Longridge. 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  ,  of  Longridge  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  19&0, 

The  number  of  live  births  attributable  to  the  District  was  80,  which 
is  exactly  the  same  figure  as  in  the  previous  year#  In  regard  to  sex 
distribution  of  these  births,  however,  the  balance  has  turned  in  favour  of 
the  males. 

The  birth  rate  is  17. 3  (18.8  adjusted)  as  compared  with  1 7«  1  for  England 
and  Wales.  The  number  of  stillbirths  was  one,  as  against  four  in  1959* 

The  number  of  deaths  was  fifty- four  or  eight  fewer  than  in  the  previous 
year,  giving  a  death  rate  of  11.7  (13.3  adjusted)  as  compared  with  the 
national  figure  of  11.5#  In  regard  to  causes  of  death,  diseases  of  the  heart 
were  as  usual  the  largest  single  cause,  but  were  reduced  by  ten.  The  number 
of  deaths  attributed  to  cancer  was  s  even  -  one  fewer  than  in  the  previous 
year.  Deaths  from  respiratory  disease, however,  were  doubled  from  five  to 
ten.  There  were  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis  during  the  year  under  review. 
There  was  one  death  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  in  1959>  the  first  from 
this  cause  since  1952.  Such  statistics  lend  support  to  the  belief  that  we 
are  at  last  in  sight  of  the  end  of  a  long  struggle  against  this  formidable 
enemy  of  mankind.  There  were  five  deaths  from  accidents,  two  of  which  were 
associated  with  motor  vehicles.  As  one  cause  of  death  is  reduced,  another 
seems  ready  to  take  its  place. 

Only  one  infant  died  before  reaching  one  year  of  age.  There  were  four 
such  deaths  in  1959#  The  infantile  mortaxioy  rate  for  the  district  was  12.3 
an  compared  with  the  national  figure  of  21.7# 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  again  that  there  were  no  deaths  attributable 
to  childbirth.  There  have  been  no  such  deaths  since  the  year  1941*  Such 
a  record  speaks  well  for  the  high  standard  of  medical  and  nursing  care  in 
the  area. 

The  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  was  28  compared  with 
98  in  1959*  The  number  of  cases  of  measles  was  reduced  from  90  to  21* 
scarlet  fever  from  5  to  2.  There  were  no  notifications  of  tuberculosis. 

In  general,  I  think  it  would  be  fair  to  say  that  t  he  statistics  for 
the  year  under  review  are  very  favourable. 
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SLUM  CLEARANCE 


The  -work  of  completing  the  representation  of  the  remaining  houses 
in  the  first  five  year  programme  for  slum  clearance  has  continued  during 
i960.  Two  areas  have  been  dealt  with  as  individually  unfit  under 
section  17  comprising  thirteen  houses.  The  demolition  of  the  thirty- 
five  houses  already  dealt  with  will  be  proceeded  with  as  soon  as  possible 
to  enable  the  cleared  areas  to  be  developed# 

Pood  Hygiene,  including  meat  inspection ,  continues  to  occupy  an 
important  part  of  the  duties  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  details 
are  given  in  the  Report,  I  should  like  here  to  reiterate  what  I  said 
last  year  in  regard  to  milk  infected  with  brucella  organisms.  Milk, 
infected  with  these  organisms,  if  consumed  in  its  raw  state  can  give 
rise  to  the  disease  known  as  undulant  fever#  This  disease  is  not 
notifiable,  and  known  incidence  is  low,  but  the  condition  is  difficult 
to  diagnose  and  may  be  more  prevalent  in  mild  fora  than  is  realised. 
During  the  year,  samples  of  milk  from  two  herds  in  the  district 
revealed  the  presence  of  brucella  organisms  and  appropriate  action 
taken.  Efficient  heat  treatment  of  milk  kills  brucella  and  other 
organisms,  and  renders  the  milk  safe. 

Under  the  circumstances  I  feel  that  one  must  advise  that 
pasteurised  milk,  if  available,  should  be  chosen  in  preference  to 
raw  milk,  end  must  emphasize  that  the  designation  Tuberculin  Tested 

is  no  safeguard  against  this  infection,

The  joint  sewage  scheme  put  into  operation  last  year  has  been 
responsible  for  an  improvement  to  the  Savick  Brook,  complaints 
regarding  pollution  in  the  water  course  below  the  new  disused  sewage 
works  have  ceased. 

I  am  grateful  to  Mr.  Page,  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  his  willing 
assistance  at  all  times.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  other  0  fficers 
and  Staff  for  their  co-operation.  In  conclusion  I  should  like  to 
express  sy  gratitude  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  for  their  continued 
support  and  encouragement.

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  recommend  the  removal  to  suitable 
premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  as  'envisaged  by 
Section  M7  of  the  above  Act. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  exercise  the  provisions  of  the  National 
Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951. 

This  Act  gives  local  authorities  further  powers  to  enable  them 
to  deal  expediently  with  certain  cases  of  persons  in  need  of  care 
and  attention  which  they  are  not  receiving  from  other  people.  Where 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  another  registered  medical 
practitioner  certify  that,  in  the  case  of  a  person  to  whom  section 
47  (1)  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1946  applies,  it  is  necessary 
in  their  opinion  that  he  should  be  removed  without  delay  from  the  • 
premises  in  which  he  is  residing,  an  application  for  a  removal  order 
may  be  made  immediately  to  the  appropriate  magistrates,  any  order 
made  under  these  provisions  is  valid  for  a  period  not  exceeding  three 
weeks .

AMBULANCE  .SERVICE 

The  ami  ulance  needs  for  Longridge  are  supplied  by  the  service 
operated  from  Broughton  House,  Garstang  Road,  which  deals  with  most  of 
the  area  of  Health  Division  No.  4  north  of  the  Ribble,  of  which 
Longridge  forms  part.  The  ambulance  vehicles  are  under  radio  control. 


HOME  NURSING  AND  MTOTJEKY  SERVICE 

A  team  of  four  nurses  serve  the  Longridge  and  district  area. 

The  duties  of  these  nurses  include  care  of  patients  in  their  own  homes, 
and  they  arrange  for  the  loan  of  nursing  equipment  in  suitable  cases. 
Expectant  mothers  who  are  confined  at  home  are  also  attended  by  them. 


HOME  KELP  -SERVICE 


Home  Kelps  are  employed  in  Longridge  and  help  a  variety  of  canes 
including  confinements,  sickness,  old  age  and  infirmity  and  Tuberculosis 
cases.  Night  helps  are  also  employed  where  needed. 


CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRE 

There  is  a.  weekly  Child  Welfare  session  held  at  the  School  Clinic, 

26,  Kestor  Lane,  Longridge,  every  Tuesday  afternoon.  A  doctor  and  Health 
Visitor  attend  and  give  advice  on  infant  care  and  management.  Baby  foods 
are  also  sold  at  the  centre.

Whilst  brucellosis  is  referred  to  later  in  this  report,  this  it  on 
relating  to  Undulant  Fever  is  appropriate  hero. 

In  February  this  year  I  sent  a  circular  letter  to  all  doctors 
practising  in  this  area,  informing  them  that  quite  a  number  of  samples 
of  milk  from  herds  in  the  district  had  been  found  to  contain  brucella 
organisms,  which  could  give  rise  to  undulant  febor  in  humans,  asking 
for  their  co-operation  by  informing  me  of  confirmed  cases  found  in 
practice* 

This  disease  is  not  notifiable  and  the  known  incidence  is  low, 
bu'fc  the  condition  is  difficult  to  diagnose  and  may  be  more  prevalent 
in  mild  form  than  is  realised. 

At  the  same  title  I  gave  information  on  exclusion  ih  the  case  of 
so  nne  dysentery. 

In  November  Medical  Practitioners  were  also  informed  of  the  new 
Irfectious  Diseases  Amendment  Regulations,  which  added  Anthrax:  to  the 
Diseases  which  a.re  notifiable  under  the  Public  Health  Infectious 
Diseases  Regulations,  1953. 
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INSPECTION  im  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


The  problem  associated  with  brucella  organisms  in  milk  referred  to 
in  last  years  report  is  still  exercising  the  minds  of  persons  engaged  in 
the  production  of  disease  free  milk,  and  reference  to  the  danger  of 
consuming  infected  milk  is  made  elsewhere  in  the  report.  Sixty-four, 
individual  cow  samples  from  two  herds  were  submitted  for  examination 
following  positive  results  obtained  of  the  presence  of  Brucella  organisms 
in  the  bulk  supply.  In  addition  12  samples  submitted  for  routine 
examinations  were  also  examined  for  brucellosis.

Dr.  Gawne,  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  supplied  the 
following  info  mat  ion  of  the  results  of  food  and  drugs  samples  taken  in 
Longridge  during  19^1. 


A  total  of  2 6  samples  were  obtained,  consisting  of  23  milks  (this 
total  includes  three  Channel  Islands  milks)  1  ice  cream,  1  rose  hip  syrup 
and  1  olive  oil.

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MEAT 


Tho  two  licensed  slaughterhouses  continued  operations  as  in  past 
years  and  conditions  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  throughout  the  year* 

No  complaints  were  received  as  to  any  unsatisfactory  conditions. 

The  Council* s  Slaughterhouse  Report  as  required  by  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture.  Fisheries  and  Food  under  the  Slaughterhouses  Reports 
(Appointed  Day)  Order  was  submitted  and  accepted  with  minor  adjustments 
following  a  visit  from  the*  Ministry  Veterinary  Officers,  The  appointed 
day  for  the  coming  into  forco  of  tho  Hygiene  Regulations  as  applied 
in  tho  Longridgo  aroa  is  1st  April,  1961. 

The  early  operative  date  w as  found  possible  because  tho 
slaughterhouses  in  question  required  no  major  alterations  or  improvements 
to  comply  with  tho  regulations. 

During  the  year  there  were  81  cattle,  92  cows,  1052  sheep  and  33 
pigs  slaughtered  and  examined.  No  whole  carcases  wero  condemned  for 
Generalised  Tuberculosis,  and  only  one  bullock  was  found  to  bo  infected 
in  the  head  by  this  disease.  Twelve  cattle,  35  cows  and  69  sheep  had 
some  part  or  organ  condemned.  In  no  case  was  a  whole  carcase  condemned. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  carry  out  rofridgeration  trea.tmnent  for 
the  elimination  of  Cysticcrci* 

The  arrangements  of  past  years  of  condemned  meat  being  voluntarily 
surrendered  and  dealt  with  at  a  specialist  factory  has  again  operated 
satisfactorily. 

Approximately  301b s  of  other  foods  were  examined  and  condemned  as 
being  unfit  for  human  consumption.  This  food  was  surrendered  and 
disposed  of  by  tho  Local  Authority. 

FOOD  HTGIEKE  REGULATIONS 

Some  improvements  have  resulted  from  routine  visits  to  food  shops, 
and  co-operation  by  tho  management  is  more  forthcoming  than  when  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations  first  came  into  being.  The  smaller  mixed  shop  still 
proved  the  greater  problem  when  the  requirements  of  tho  regulations  havo 
to  be  implemented. 

Progress  has  also  been  achieved  by  improved  hygiene  conditions  v 
found  in  the  mobile  shop,  as  a  result  of  education  owners  are  more  willing 
to  bring  their  machines  up  to  a  higher  standard  than  formerly  was  the 
caso. 
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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  ■water  supply  to  the  Longridge  area,  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
Preston  and  District  Water  Board  and  I  am  grateful  to  Mr.  J.P.  Bailey, 
the  Water  Engineer  and  Manager  for  supplying  the  statistics  relating  to 
the  water  supplied  Longridge.  The  supply  continues  to  be  an  upland 
water  source  collected  from  Longridge  Fell,  water  being  piped  .  from 
tho  Dil  worth  reservoir  situated  above  the  township.  The  quality  has 
boun  good  and  no  complaints  of  tainting  have  been  received.  No 
restrictions  Y/ere  put  on  the  use  of  water  tho  supply  throughout  the 
year  being  plentiful. 

The  average  daily  consumption  of  water  in  Longridge  was  between 
236,000  gallons  and  232,000  gallons. 

Chemical  and  bacteriological  tests  have  as  in  the  past  boon  carried 
out  at  the  laboratory  situated  in  Chapel  Brow,  Longridge  where  weekly 
tests  and  examinations  are  undertaken  as  a  routine  measure  throughout 
the  year. 

In  the  case  of  the  Longridge  water  supply  16  bacteriological 
samples  of  treated  water  from  taps  on  consumer^  premises  were  taken  and 
1  sanples  from  intakes  and  reservoirs.  All  the  treated  water  samples 
proved  satisfactory,  9  of  the  untreated  waters  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 
Three  chemical  analysis  were  carried  out  and  were  satisfactory.

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  Report 
for  the  year  ended  December, 


To  the  Chairman  end  Members 

of  the  Longridge  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  thirteenth  annual  report  on  the 
environmental  services  in  the  Longridge  area. 

The  routine  work  of  the  department  has  progressed  satisfactorily 
though  curtailed  somewhat  due  to  having  to  undertake  the  duties  of  the 
Surveyor. 

Of  the  many  new  Acts  which  have  come  into  force  during  the  year,  the 
Caravan  Control  and  Development  Act  is  one  of  the  most  important  being 
designed  to  control  the  unsatisfactory  and  sporadic  development  of 
Caravan  sites  with  all  the  attendant  problems  associated  with  many  of 
those  old  sites.  The  well  known  beauty  areas  situated  in  the  district 
could  attract  persons  wishing  to  establish  a  caravan  park,  which  could 
now  be  satisfactorily  controlled  by  this  Act. 

Private  building  is  growing  to  an  important  extent  there  being 
more  houses  in  course  of  erection  or  planning  approvals  given  than  ever 
before.  The  present  trends  shew  that  this  development  will  increase 
during  the  next  few  years. 

The  detailed,  reports  on  the  various  aspects  of  my  work  appears  on 
the  following  pages,  and  the  remarks  preceding  each  section  will  show 
that  improvements  have  occurred  and  the  general  standards  of  fitness 
and  conditions  have  continued  to  rise. 

Details  of  Inspections 

Visits  to  premises  during  the  year  totalled  1,552  and  are  detailed 
as  follows,  in  comparison  with  the  previous  year  when  1,6lA  visits  were 
made.

HOUSING 

Ten  families  were  housed  from  unfit  houses  during  the  .year.  The 
demolition  of  20  houses,  previously  dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Acts  will 
be  carried  out  when  ownership  has  been  completed. 

No  applications  for  improvement  grants  were  received  under  the  Housing  .

Thirty  applications  were  submitted  for  standard  grants  under  the  Housing 
Act,  1950,  twenty  seven  were  approved  and  nineteen  were  completed  during  this 
period.

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RODENT  CONTROL 


Routine  inspections  by  the  part-time  operator  together  with 
reported  infestations  has  resulted  in  slightly  more  treatments  being 
carried  out  during  the  year,  mainly  mice  infestations  in  domestic  prvi-  o 

The  number  of  premises  found  to  bo  infested  is  still  very  low  and  s’; 
no  time  has  a  major  infestation  been  found.  The  public  arc  coop  rv-ii;  g  ... 
readily  and  are  quick  to  tales  advantage  of  the  free  treatments  given  to 
domestic  premises,  which  must  be  a  contributory  factor  in  the  control  of 
rodent  infestations. 

Test  bainting  of  the  Councils  sewage  system  has  shown  little 
infestation  and  the  requisite  treatment  has  quickly  rendered  the  sewers 
free  of  rats.

There  was  a  reduction  in  the  rate  of  converting  waste  water  closets 
to  fresh  water  closets.  Seven  conversions  were  carried  out  in  19^0  as 
compared  with  nine  in  1959*  Only  98  of  these  closets  remain  to  he 
converted. 

Water  tests  are  carried  out  to  all  new  drainage  installations  and 
a  good  standard  of  drainage  is  maintained. 

The  builders  generally  are  cooperative  in  reporting  drainage  wo  lie 
being  done  in  the  district  and  are  always  willing  to  carry  out  any  advice 
given  on  matters  apertaining  to  drainage  layouts. 

PdTECTIQUS  DISEASES 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  methods  employed  in  disinfecting 
premises  required  to  be  dealt  with  following  outbreaks *6f.  infectious 
disease.  Formalin  vapour  lamps  are  used  for  premises  requiring  treatment 
and  household  effects  and  library  books  are  also  treated  with  formalin. 

Beds  aid  bedding  are  destroyed  by  the  Council  workmen  when  a  death 
has  occurrec1  if  required. 

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

Ante  and  postmortem  inspections  were  carried  out  at  the 
slaughterhouses  and  some  1,258  animals  were  dealt  with.  The  details 
of  the  condemnations  are  tabulated  below. 

The  weight  of  meat  voluntarily  surrendered  amounted  to  606  lbs. 

Thisc ond enned  meat  is  disposed  of  by  being  dispatched  to  a  bonafide 
firm  after  suitable  colouring  has  been  applied  to  it.

House  and  Trade  Refuse  Collection  arid  Disposal 

The  change  over  from  the  Thomley  Tile  Kiln  Tip  to  the  new 
Railway  Quarry  Tip  was  carried  out  in  September.  The  life  of  the 
new  tip  is  dependent  upon  the  r</ntva'L  of  the  quarry  waste  which 
has  been  found  to  be  an  admirable  material  for  the  construction  of 
new  tmnk  roads.  If  the  waste  removal  proves  successful  and  in  the 
amounts  expected  the  tip  life  will  be  between  ten  and  twenty  years. 

Arrangements  have  been  concluded  with  Fulwood  Urban  District 
Council  for  them  to  use  the  new  tip  and  it  is  expected  that  they 
wall  commence  tipping  early  in  the  new  year.  There  will  be 
benefits  enjoyed  by  both  parties,  in.  that  Fulwood  will  be  relieved 
of  an  embarassing  situation  of  not  having  any  suitable  tipping  sites 
in  their  area  and  Longridge  are  able  to  organise  and  control  a  tip 
for  20,000  persons  on  much  more  efficient  lines,  using  the  necessary 
mechanised  plant. 

The  weekHy  collection  service  was  maintained  throughout  the 
year  with  no  serious  breakdown. 

No  staff  difficulties  were  encountered  and  very  little  change 
occurred  in  the  labour  force. 

The  position  regarding  dustbins  is  satisfactory  the  Council 
still  continue  to  supply  aB.S.  2-g-  cu.  ft.  bin  at  reasonable  cost 
and  no  problems  arose  in  the  renewal  of  bins  when  necessary. 

Salvage 

The  weight  of  paper  collected,  during  the  year  was  greater  than 
the  previous  one  being  38  cwts.  per  1 ,000  population  per  month  as 
against  36*5#  The  gross  takings  amounted  to  £928  despite  the  fact 
that  salvage  other  than  paper  has  dropped  in  price. 

The  Longridge  housewife  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  manner  in 
which  salvage  is  saved  each  week  to  be  collected  and  it  is  gratifying 
to  realise  that  such  cooperation  is  reflected  in  a  saving  on  the  rates. 

The  Council* s  contract  with  Thames  Board  Mills  continues  to 
operate  and  conditions  regarding  prices  and  amounts  to  be  received 
remain  s  unchanged.
